This w ould involve from 80,000 to 
100,000 employes. 
3— T h e Ford Motor com pany’s 
big plants w ere almost com pletely 
closed as the corporation declared 
it could not continue w ork because

Died In Bombing 
Of Jap Prison Ship 


Chief W arrant Officer 
W ilb u r! 
W illis Walton, husband of the or- I 
mer Elsie Peterson of this city, has 
been officially reported killed in 
action in the Pacific area on Dec. 
15, 1944, while being transported 
from M anila to Japan. 
He 
was 
aboard a prison ship which was 
bombed and sunk in Subic Bay, 
Luzon, Philippines. 
Of the 1619 
prisoners aboard 
the 
ship, 
942 
lost their lives. Of the survivors, 
59 died, and the rest were later 
transferred to Japan. 
Walton was captured with Gen. 
a1 W ainw right when 
Corregidor 
fell in M ay of 1942. The Japanese 
separated the men and regardless 
of rank, all were put to work get­ 
ting ready for the trek to prison 
camps. They were then forced to 
walk for miles in the 
sweltering 
tropical heat without any water. 
The ranks were thinned down by 
the hundreds as men fell by the 
wayside and were left to die. 
The contingent, including W a l­ 
ton, finally reached Camp O ’Don­ 
nell and stayed 
there 
for 
two 
months. Walton did office work at 
this camp. making a list 
of 
the 
prisoners and their personal 
ef­ 
fects. From there they were sent 
to Cabanatuan. where 
conditions 
grew worse. The Japanese mus­ 
tered out all the healthy men and 
sent them to Davao in Mindinao 
to be used for 
slave 
labor.

Ju ly of 1944, 
they 
returned 
to 
Cabanatuan, and 
in 
December, 
were sent to Manila, presumably 
for transfer to Japan.

(A 
full page picture of Gayan as he 
began welding on this locomotive 
forms the cover of the magazine.) 
Once they had the locomotive 
repaired so that it would run and 
had gathered together and put in 
usable condition a few cars they 
began the hazardous and exciting 
task of hauling supplies to troops. 
Trains were run with no regard 
to anything like the Stateside ICC 
rule that no railroad

county or community fairs, and to 
health clinics may be furnished by 
a school district board. 
This is 
interpreted to include use of buses 
for athletic purposes and for edu­ 
cational programs. 
School bus conservation, how­ 
ever, should be continued. 
Spe­ 
cial attention should be given to 
economical routing of buses. Dur­ 
ing the war period, approximate­ 
ly one million miles of unneces­ 
sary school bus travel was elim­ 
inated. School districts should not 
revert to 
uneconomical 
pre-war 
transportation schedules. 
Unreasonable 
backtracking 
in 
re-routing of buses w ill not be ap­ 
proved so far as the allowance of 
school aid is concerned.
